All About... 


66Greetings from way up in the 
branches of a forest in Borneo. I'm 
Orang-utan, one of the world’s three 
Great apes. Do you know the 
difference between an ape, like me, 
and a monkey? Well, to start with, we 
apes are more intelligent — our brains 
are more highly developed. Also, we 


have very broad chests and no tail. 
We Orang-utans live in only two 


places in the world: on the islands of 


Borneo and Sumatra. In the past, 
many Orangs were killed when 
youngsters were captured for zoos. 
But today, killing and capturing are 
banned. Now our biggest problem is 
losing big chunks of our forests, 
because the logging companies are 


felling the trees for timber.99

Both Bornean (above) and Sumatran (right) 
Orang-utans are huge, heavy and hairy. We 
males grow to 95cm long and can weigh 
about 77kg - the females are smaller and 
lighter. We all have a huge muzzle that juts 
forwards, deepset eyes, very long arms, and 
long hands and feet, which are curved. We 
Borneans have coarse, reddish brown fur 
and we males develop fatty cheek flaps that 
swing forwards as we move. We also grow a 
big throat pouch. 

The Orangs that live on Sumatra have 
lighter coloured, shaggier hair. The males 
develop cheek flaps that spread out 
sideways and a moustache and long bearq, 


As it grows dark, we 
pull across branches to 
make a platform in the 
top part of the trees. 
We pack it with leaves 
so that we have a 
comfy nest where we 
can spend the night. 
Sometimes we cover 
ourselves with more 
leaves. We usually 
make a fresh nest 
every night. 


We Orangs spend most of our lives in 
the trees. We use our powerful arms and 
legs to move about from branch to 
branch. Because we are so heavy, we 
never leap or jump like monkeys. 
Instead, we move slowly and carefully, 
spreading our weight on all four limbs. 
When we do clamber down to the 
ground, we walk on ail fours. We bunch 
up our fists to take the weight of the 
upper body. In the wild, we never walk 
on two feet, though I’ve heard that some 
Orangs in zoos are taught to do this.

66We live on our own most of the 
time, though the females are often 
accompanied by one or two young. 
Each adult male has his own 

territory, which he sometimes shares ~ 
with females. He bellows at the top. ™ 
of his voice to let other Orangs know 
where he is.

If another male comes near, the resident 
male will roar and shake the branches 
vigorously - these are signals to warn the . | 
intruder to keep away. If the intruder ignores 
them, a serious fight might break out. 


When a female is ready to mate, she 
listens out for an adult male’s call. When 
she finds him, she stays with him for a 
few days, or even weeks until they have 
mated successfully. Then she returns to 
her own patch of trees. She is pregnant 
for 37% weeks — nearly as long as a 
human mother. She feeds her youngster 
with her milk until it is three years old. 
Compared to most animals, this is a long 
time for the young to stay with its mother. 
But, during this time, the mother shows 
the youngster which foods to eat, how to 
move about safely in the trees and how to 
behave with other Orangs. Young Orangs 
that have been raised by humans and are 
released back into the wild, do not know 
how to survive in the jungle and they die. 


Our favourite foods are fruits, such as 
mangos, figs and durians (a fruit with a spiny 
rind), leaves and insects. In the stormy months 
when fruit is scarce, we will also eat the bark 
and pith of trees. As we grow up, we learn 
which are the best fruit trees in our territory, 
and when is the best time to visit them.

One of ~ 
them often appears in TV ads - he’s very 
clever at doing things with his hands and he 
often walks on two feet, like you humans. 
He’s Chimpanzee, of course. I’ve never 
actually met him, because he lives in Africa, 
but I’ve heard that he’s smaller than | am 
and lives in large groups; that he feeds and 
makes his nests in trees, but does most of 
his travelling on the ground. 


The other one, gorilla, also lives in 
Africa. He is so huge - when he stands 
upright he is 1.6m tall - and he hoots 
and beats his chest so loudly, that 
many people think he is ferocious. In 
fact, most of the time he lives 
peacefully and silently with other 
gorillas, munching on ground plants or 
resting in his leafy nest.
